CHINA'S POLICY IN RELATION TO 
HER DEPENDENCIES. 
(Translated for the * China Mail’) 

The Shén Pao of the 14th February, ina 
leading article on tho Extinction of Bur- 
‘nob by England, describes and: contrasts 


the cireumstances under which the Loochoo 
Islands, Annam.and Burmah have been se- 
parated from their aucient allegiance to 
Chins, Bugmah was as much subject to 
China as Corea, Siam, Loochvo, Annam ; 
all alike -vere hor loyal and peacoful subject 
States, paying anntal tribute, asking Ohi- 
na's maudate on the accession of their, mo- 
narcha. Though their status: was not por- 
fectly similar, in. the*eyea of China, thoy 
were all subject States, Now, Japan. has 
annexed Lovchoo; Annam, though not 
utterly roduced by Franco, is entirely un- 
der Fronch domination; while, in Burmah, 
England has deported the King, occupied 
Lthe.cduntty, and hoisted the English flag. 
It is, said, England's action in Burmah is 
unyuet, Chinu’s action timid. Yet tho cir- 
cumstances under which these several States 
have ceased to exist aro different.“ Loachoo 
is of small extent and unfertile, und close 
to Japan.” Tt never could presorvo its inde- 
pendence, and so now remains a kingdom 
meroly on sufforance.- Moreover, it is too 
‘barren to be a valuable acquisition or a'sc- 
rious loss. Japan, following the examples 
of European nations, felt hor disadvantage
